efficient and useful than the white man, 
and, without an exception, they declare 
themselves well satisfied with the negro 
in tbe factory, and announce their deter­ 
mination to continue him in his place.

W arm th and C oolness o f C loth in g. 
Clothing possesses no warm th in itself, 
but, as it is a more or less poor conductor 
of heat, it prevents tbe escape of the bodi­ 
ly warmth. 
AVoolen fabrics contain fa 
large quantity of air entangled in their 
meshes, whit h being a poor conductor of 
heat, adds considerable to the warm th of 
clothing made from them. In hot weather 
we wear light [cotton or linen clothing, so 
as to allow as much of the bodilytheat! to 
escape as possible. 
There is a prejudice 
in favor of light-colored clothing for sum­ 
mer wear, but it is hardly based on scien­ 
tific grounds. 
Dark-colored cloth is the 
best radiator, allowing the bodily heat to 
escape freely, while white clothing absorbs 
less of the heat radiated directly from the 
sun. 
Therefore, to dress scientifically in 
summer, one should wear I dark clothing 
in the shade and light clothing when ex­ 
nosed to the sun’s rays. 
Practically, the 
m atter of appearance is the only one to be 
considered, as tho warm th or coolness of 
clothing is not appreciably affected by its 
color. 


Lo u isv il l e, Ky., Sept. IC.—S ir lives 
were lost and over $1,000,090 worth of 
property destroyed Sunday night by a 
fire which reduced the large wholesale 
dry goods and notion house of Hamburger, 
Bloom & Co. to ashes. 
The biggest house 
of any character in the city is that of 
Bamburger, Bloom & Co., wholesale dry 
goods and notions. 
Their immense store 
stood on the south side of Main street, 
between Sixth and Seventh, and was six 
stories high. 
Shortly after IO o’clock Sunday night 
Private W atchm an Charles McGrath dis­ 
covered fire in the cellar of the building. 
The watchman gave the alarm quickly, 
calling out the entire fire departm ent 
In 
the meantime the fire had gained great 
headway. 
Bamburger, Bloom & Co. were stocked 
from basement to roof with dry goods of 
every description and thus furnished m a­ 
terial for the flames. 
It was evident at 
once that the big building was doomed and 
no efforts of the firemen could save it. 
In 
an hour it was a complete wreck, carrying 
with it a loss of $750,000 in stock and 
$200,009 in building and fixtures. 
Next 
door to 
Bamburger, 
Bloom 
& 
Co. 
was the wholesale boot and shoe house 
of 
W illiam 
Coye 
& 
Co., 
with 
a 
stock 
of 
$50,000. 
This 
was 
burned 
out from cellar to roof, but the front walls 
stood. 
South of this, on the corner of 
Main and Seventh, the St. Charles saloon 
and restaurant was gutted at a loss of

Immediately east of Bamburger, 
Bloom & Co. was the wholesale hat house 
of L. Bretzfelder & Co. 
Their building 
was a four story brick. 
Tho flames made 
quick work of the hats and caps, and left 
nothing of the building but a skeleton. 
The saloon of Isaac Bier and tbe wholesale 
cigar store of Virgil W right, immediately 
north of| Bretzfelder & Co., were gutted. 
Their loss was comppratively small and 
was covered by insurauce.

In the face of imminent peril they had 
had run a ladder up the Seventh street 
wall of Bamburger, Bloom & Co. ’s build­ 
ing and had boldly scaled it for the pur­ 
pose of getting a stream on at the rear. 
The wall shook as they ascended, the long 
ladder trembled ominously, and tho crowd 
in the street shouted a hoarse warning, 
but it was too late. 
Just as the first ladderman was about to 
leap upon the roof with a lino of hose the 
wall fell with a great crash and the three 
brave men weut down with it to their 
death. 
An hour later their mangled and 
blackened corpses were gotten out of tbe 
debris and sent to the central police station 
for the inquest. 
Firemen Denny McGrath, Frank Best, 
and Edward Wheeler were caught by a 
falling wall in the rear aud are believed to 
be fatally wounded. 
Tho scene of destruction was ghastly 
and appalling. 
Hamburger, Bloom & Go,

Saturday evening a red flake of carbon 
sputtered from an electric light in the 
booth containing Gossage’sC o.’s exhibit in 
tbe exposition building. 
Tho spark lit on 
a napkin, and a feeble flicker soon ap­ 
peared. 
In a moment the blaze ignited 
other fabrics and in less than a minute 
$50,000 worth of the finest linens, 
silks, 
and embroideries was ablaze. 
The booths 
in this part cf the building contained the 
exhibits of Marshall Field & Co., Gossage 
& Co., James H. W alker & Co., 
Schles- 
inger & Mover, 
the leading dry goods 
houses of Chicago. 
Many pieces of costly 
fabrics imported, and having no dupli­ 
cates in this country, wero on exhibition. 
Costumes from W orth’s furniture of the 
most exquisite make, 
pianos and frail 
stained glass pieces, were near by. 
In the 
building was $500,000 worth of valuable 
goods aud machinery, and within 200 feet 
more than $500,000 worth of paintings a n i 
statuary. 
Barely was so exquisite aud 
costly a spread laid before a fire. 
Ten thousand people were in the build­ 
ing, and 5,000 lost their wits. 
The big 
doors in the center were wide open, and 
tho people near them stopped to watch 
the fire. 
Those at either end of the build­ 
ing and farthest aw ay wvnt wild. 
They 
smashed windows,

Bpooklyn, N. Y., Sept. IO.—The Tab- 
ernaclo was thronged Sunday morning to 
hear the sermon of tho Rev. T. Dew itt 
Talmage on “The Streets of the City.” 
The preacher took for his text: 
“ Wisdom 
crieth without; she uttereth her voice in 
the streets.” —Prov. I, 20. 
The preacher 
said: 
We are all ready to listen to tho voices 
of nature—the voices of the mountain, the 
voices of the sea, the voices of the storm, 
the voices of the star. 
As in some of the 
cathedrals in Europe there is an organ at 
either end of the building, and one instru­ 
ment responds musically to the other, so 
in the great cathedral of nature day re­ 
sponds to day, and night to night, and 
flower to flower, ami star to star, in the 
great harmonies of the universe. 
The 
springtime is an evangelist in blossoms 
preaching of 
God’s love; 
and 
the 
winter is a prophet — white 
bearded 
— denouncing 
woe 
against 
our 
sins. 
We 
are 
all 
ready 
to 
listen to the voices of nature; but how few 
of us learn anything from tho voices of 
the noisy and dusty streets. 
You go to 
your merchandise, aud your mechanism, 
and to your work, and you come hack 
again—and often with an indifferent heart 
you pass through the streets. 
Are there 
no things for us to learn from those pave­ 
ments over which w'o pass? Are the t o no 
tufts of truth growing up between those 
co’ blestones beaten with the feet of toil, 
and pain, and pleasure, the slow iread of 
old age, and the quick step of childhood? 
Aye, there are great harvests to be reaped; 
and now I thrust in the sickle because the 
harvest is ripe. 
“ Wisdom crieth without; 
she uttereth her voice in the streets. ’ ’ 
In the first place tho street impresses 
mo with the fact that this life is a scene 
of toil and struggle. 
By IO o’clock each 
day the city is jarring wiih wheels, and 
shuffling with feet, and humming with 
voices, and covered with tho breath of 
smokestacks, and a-rush with traffickers. 
Onco in awhile you find a man going along 
with folded arms and with leisurely stop, 
as though he, had nothing to do, hut for 
tho most part, as you find men going down 
these streets, on the way to business, there 
is anxiety in their faces, as though they 
had some errand which must bo executed 
at the very first possible moment. 
You 
are jostled ly those who have bargains to 
make and notes to sell. 
Up this ladder 
with a hod of bricks, out of this bank with 
a roll of bills, on this dray with a load of 
goods, digging a cellar, or shingling a 
roof, or shoeing a horse, or building a 
wall, or mending a watch, or binding a 
book. 
Industry, with her thousand arms, 
and thousand eyes, and thousand feet, goes 
on singing her song of work! work! work! 
while the mills drum it, aud tho steam 
whistles fife it. 
All this is not because men love to toil. 
Some one remarked: 
“Every man is as 
lazy as be can afford to be.” 
But it is 
because necessity, with storn brow and 
uplifted whip, stands over them ready 
whenever they relax their toil to make 
their shoulders sting with the lash. 
Can it 
be that, passing up and down these streets 
on your way to work and business, you do 
not learn anything of the world’s toil, and 
anxiety, and struggle? Oh! how many 
drooping hearts, how many eyes on the 
watch, how many miles traveled, how 
many burdens carried, how many losses 
suffered, how many battles fought, how 
many victories gained, how many defeats 
suffered, how many exasperations endured 
—what losses, what hunger, what wretch­ 
edness, what pallor, what disease, what 
agony, what despair! 
Sometimes I have stopped at tho corner 
of the street as the multitude went hither 
and yon, and it has seemed to be a great 
pantomime, and as I looked upon it my 
heart broke. 
This great tido of human 
life that goes down tho street is rapid, 
tossed and turned aside, and dashed ahead 
and driven I ack—beautiful in its confu­ 
sion and confused in its beauty. 
In the 
carpeted aisles of the forest, in tho woods 
from which the eternal shadow is never 
lifted, on tho shore of the sea over whose 
iron coast tosses the tangled foam, sprink­ 
ling the cracked cliffs with a baptism of 
whirlwind and tempest,[is tho best place to 
study God; but jn tho rushing, swarming, 
raving street is tho best place to study 
man. 
Going down to your Dlace of busi­ 
ness and coming homo again, I charge you 
to look about—see these signs of poverty, 
of w’retchedness, of hunger, of sin, of 
bereavement—and as you go through the 
streets and corno 
back 
through 
the 
streets, 
gat hor 
up 
in 
the 
arms 
of your 
prayer all tho 
sorrows, Lf ail 
the losses, all the suffering, all tho be­ 
reavements of those whom you pass, fand 
present them in prayer before an all sym­ 
pathetic God. 
Then in the great day of 
eternity thoro wffll bo thousands of persons 
with whom you in this world never ex­ 
changed one word who will rise up and 
call you blessed, and thero will boa thous­ 
and fingers pointed at you in heaven, say­ 
ing: "That is the man, that is the woman, 
who helped me when I was hungry, and 
sick, and wandering, and lost, and heart 
broken. 
That is the man, that is the 
woman,” and the blessing will come down 
upon you as Christ shall say: 
“ I was 
hungry and ye fed mo, I was naked and 
ye clothed me, I was sick and in prison 
and ye visited me; inasmuch as ye did it to 
theso poor waifs of tho streets, ye did it to 
me.” 
Again, the stroet impresses me with the 
fact that all classes and conditions of 
society must commingle. 
We sometimes 
cultivate a wicked exclusiveness. 
Intellect 
despises ignorance. 
Refinement will have 
nothing to do with boorishness. 
Glove* 
hate the sunburned hand, tho high fore­ 
head despises the fiat head, the trim hedge­ 
row will have nothing to do with the wild 
copsewood, and Athens hates Nazeretb. 
This ought not to be so. 
The astronomer 
must corno down from his starry revelry 
and help us in our navigation. 
The sur­ 
geon must come away from his study of 
the human organism and set our broken 
bones. 
Tho chemist must come away from 
his laboratory, where he has been studying 
analysis and synthesis, and help us to 
understand the nature of the soils. 
I bless 
God that all classes of people are com­ 
pelled to meet on che street. 
The glitter­ 
ing 
coach wheel clashes 
against the 
scavenger’s cart. 
Fine robes run against 
the peddler’s pack. 
Robust health meets 
wan sickness. 
Honesty confronts fraud. 
Every class of people meets every other 
class. 
Independence and modesty, pride 
and 
humility, purity and 
I costliness, 
frankness and hypocrisy, 
meeting on 
the same block, in the same street, in the 
same city. 
Oh! that is what Solomon 
meant when bo said: 
“ The rich and the 
poor meet together; the Lord is the Maker 
of them al!.” 
I like this democratic prin­ 
ciple of the gospel of Jesus C’hiist which 
recognizes tho Ltct that we stand before 
God on one and the same platform . 
B t 
not take on any airs; wha: <• r position 
you have gained in society yo * are noth­ 
ing but a limn born of the same per ti 
regenerated by the same spirit, cleanse! 
by the same blood, to lie down in the ramo 
dust, to get up in the same resurrection. 
It is high time that we all acknowledged 
not only the Fatherhood of God, but the 
brotherhood of man. 
Again, the street impresses mo with the 
fact that it is a very hard thing for a man 
to keep his heart right and to get to 
heaven. 
Infinite temptations spring upon 
us from all these places of public con­ 
course. 
Amid so much 
affluence how 
much temptation to covetousness, and to 
be discontented with our humble lot. 
Amid so many opportunities for over­ 
reaching, what temptation to extortion. 
Amid so much display, what temptation 
to vanity. 
Amid so many saloons of 
strong drink, what temptation to dissipa­ 
tion. 
In the maelstroms of the street,how 
many make quick and eternal shipwreck. 
If a man-of-war comas back from a battle, 
and is totted into the navy yard, we go 
down to look at the splintered spars and 
count the bullet holes, and look with pa­ 
triotic admiration an the flag that floated in 
victory from the masthead. But that man is 
more of a curiosity who has gone through 
thirty years of the sharp-shooting of 
business life, and yet sails on, victor over 
the temptations of the street. 
Oh! how 
many have gone down under the pressure, 
u I leaving not so mach as the patch of can­ 
vas to - tell. where they.- .perished. 
They 


1 never had any peace. ‘ Their 'dishonesties 
j kept tolling in their ears. 
If I had an ax, 
and could open the beams of th a t tine 
house, 
perhaps I would find in the very 
heart of it a skeleton. 
In his very best 
wine there is a sm ack of the poor m an’s 
sweat. 
Oh! is it strange th a t wnen a m an 
has devoured widows’ houses, ho is dis­ 
turbed with indigestion? 
All the forces of 
n ature are against him. 
The floods aro 
ready to drown him, and the earthquake 
to swallow him, and the I res to consume 
him, and the lightning to smite him. 
But 
the children of God are on every street, 
and in the day when the crowns of heaven 
are distributed, some of the brightest will 
be givvtl to those men who were faithful 
to God and faithful to the fouls of others 
am id the m arts of business, proving them ­ 
selves the heroes of the street.

Are all those anxious about your health 
who inquire concerning it?

down 
these streets to your business and your 
w ork, are you not impressed w ith the fact 
th a t m u' h of society is hollow, and th a t 
thoro are subterfuges and pretentions?

God, sir, don’t w ant mo to read 
and w rite. Didn’t He take aw ay m y father 
so long ago I never rem em ber to have seen 
him? and haven’t I had to go along the 
street to get som ething to fetch home to 
e a t for tho folks? and didn’t I, as soon as I 
could carry a basket, have to go out and 
pick up cinders, and never have no school­ 
ing sir?

Oh, 
these 
poor 
w anderers 
They 
have • no 
chance. 
Born in degradation, as they get up from 
th eir hands and knees to walk, they tako 
their first step on the road to despair. 
L et us go forth in the nam e of the Lord 
Jesus C hrist to rescue them. 
If you are 
not 
w illing 
to 
go 
forth 
yourself, 
then givo of your means; and if you 
are too lazy to go, and if you are too 
stingy to help them , get out of the way, 
and hide yourself in the dens and caves of 
the earth, lest, when C hrist’s chariot comes 
along, tho horses’ hoofs tram ple you into 
tho m ire, 
bew are lest the thousands of 
tho destitute of your city, in the last great 
day, rise up anil curse your stupidity and 
your neglect. 
One cold w inter’s day, as a 
C hristian man was going along tho B at­ 
tery in New Y ork, he saw a littlo girl 
seated a t the gate, shivering in tho cold. 
He said to her:
